TIME OFF TO VOTE 
EXPLAINED BY STATE 
LABOR COMMISSION 


SAN FRANCISCO.—In a public 
release, John F. Dalton, State Labor 
Commissioner, explained his posi- 
tion regarding the rights of em- 
ployes to take time off to vote in 
; the coming primary election. Be- 
,;cause of the great number of in- 
|quiries received concerning the ap- 
plication of Section 5699 of the 
Elections Code, the Labor Commis- 
sioner had this to say: 

“Employes are entitled to what- 
ever time off is necessary for them 
to vote, up to two hours, between 
the time of opening and the time of 
closing the polls, and they are not 
entitled to any time off if the 
facts show that no time off is 
needed.” 

Section 5699 of the Elections Code 
provides that: 

“Every voter shall, on the day of 
every general, direct primary or 
presidential primary election § at 
which he is entitled to vote, be en- 
titled to absent himself from any 
service or employment in which he 
is then engaged for two consecutive 
hours between the time of opening 
and the time of closing the polls. 
The voter shall not, because of so 
absenting himself, be liable to any 
penalty, nor shall any deduction be 
made on account of such absence 
from his usual salary or wages.”

armed forces will get credit in their 
social security accounts at the rate 
of $160 a month if Congress passes 
S. 2204, now under discussion by the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Veterans’ Administrator Omar 
Bradley and spokesman for all the 
major veteran organizations testi- 
fied in support of the measure May 
22-23, along with Chairman Arthur 
J. Altmeyer of the Social Security 
Board. 

Under the proposed amendment 
to the Social Security act old age 
and survivors’ accounts would be 
continued during service in the 
forces, with the U. S. paying the 
premiums, and coverage would be 
continued between discharge and 
re-establishment of the account 
when the reteran returns to work, 


Under the present rules, survivors 
of a veteran dying during this 
period cannot collect survivor bene- 
fits. The re-establishment process 
sometimes takes 18 months.

“Slave Labor Under Fascism” 


Says A. F. of L. Will Fight to the Last Breath 


(Special to the Labor Journal) 


WASHINGTON, — President William Green denounced 
President Truman’s strike-draft program as “Slave labor under 
Fascism.” 

President Green declared the AFL will resist the legislation, 
already passed by’the House and now before the Senate, “‘to its 
last breath.” 

The measure, Green said, “ranges the Government on the 
side of private industry against Labor.” 


the President to take time out to consider carefully before going 
ahead with this program. If it is put into effect, Fascism may 
grip America unaware. 

“Even the effects of a nationwide strike on a vital industry 
could not be as permanently disastrous to our economy or to the 
American way of life as Slave Labor and the Nationalization 
of industry. Yet they are the inevitable outcomes of the pro- 
posed legislation. 

“To compel free workers to remain on the job against their 
will by drafting them into the armed forces and making them 
subject to courtmartial if they refuse is slave labor under Fas 
cism. 

“To seize private industry and operate it as long as no agree- 
ment is reached on a new contract constitutes nationalization of 
industry not under socialism, but under Fascism.” 

Green also denounced the Case Bill as “the worst type of 
vengeful and hysterical legislation.”

| SUPREME COURT SAYS 


EXCLUSION OF WORKERS 
“SPELLS UNFAIR JURY 


WASHINGTON.—The U. S: Su- 
preme Court held, May 20th, that 
exclusion from juries of workers 
paid by the day was unconstitu- 
,; tional, since it made juries unrepre- 
|sentative of the community. Asso- 
ciate Justice Felix Frankfurter and 
Stanley Reed dissented from the 
|majority opinion 

The decision was based on a li- 
ability case involving the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, in which a pas- 
senger injured while on a train trip 
‘brought suit in San Francisco, The 
jury in the case was drawn from a 
list excluding all workers on a daily 
wage, on the court claim that such 
;} workers could not afford the loss 
of daily pay. This barred almost all 
| union members from jury service. 

In his majority opinion Justice 
Frank Murphy said: “Recognition 
must be given to the fact that those 
eligible for jury service are to be 
found in every stratum of society. 
To disregard it is to open the door 
;to class distinctions which are ab- 
horrent to the democratic ideals of 
trial by jury.” 

Frankfurter, dissenting, said that 
the exclusion “is a settled practice 
out there--it is not for me to say it 
is wise or unwise.”

Southern Drive 


GROUP DIRECTS 
APPOINTMENT OF 
COORDINATOR AND 
POLICY COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—AFL Ex- 
ecutive Council, in session here, 
took steps to implement the AFL 
drive for a million new members in 
the South. It directed that a cam- 
paign coordinator be appointed and 
that a policy committee be created 
to work with him until the drive is 
concluded. The policy group will be 
composed of southern AFL leaders. 


AFL President William Green, 
immediately following issuance of 
the Council’s statement, told news- 
men the coordinator will be George 
L. Googe, now regional director of 
organization in the South. Each 
southern State Federation of Labor 
and each local Central Labor Coun- 
cil will set up its own organizing 
committee and their work will be 
coordinated by Mr. Googe. 


The policy committee, Mr. Green 
said, will be composed of 30 or 40 
seasoned AFL leaders, representing 
|both international and national 
groups and the state federations. 

“Our mission as a labor organiza- 
tion is to organize the unorganized 
workers of the nation and to raise 
their working and living standards,” 
the Council said. “There is no sec- 
tion of the nation which needs or- 
ganization more acutely than the 
South. We believe the success of 
our organizing efforts will prove 
beneficial not only to Southern 
workers, but also to Southern in- 
dustry and agriculture.” 

Three basic principles by which 
the Southern drive will be guided 
were laid down by the Council, 
which announced:

DENVER.—Pay increases of 20 


teachers by the board of education
